The plairi.man might be Corziven 
if he approached Mr. Ezra Pound 
with anxiety or even - trepidation. 
He knows that Mr. Pound, though 
regarded 4x eccentric, is, not nexli« 
gible, and-he suspects that difficul- 
tics, uncertainties, and probably 
admonitions, are before — him. 
Though in the childish sense he 
may have been taught lo read and 
has the bookish habit he feels him- 
self very much ‘ut the mercy of 
‘eugtom and tradition. [He knows— 
or thinks he knows—-what he Jikesy 
but he is not constantly oritieal; ho 
makes little ‘reference to first prine 
ciples. . 

And when Mr. Pound presents a 
hook entitled “A BC of Reading” 
he feels that discretion is the better 
part of valour and that humanity 


ig ‘more becoming than mistrust. 
Mr. Pound, indeed, addresses his 
book to those who might like to 


learn and not “to those whn have 
arrived a full “knowledge of the 
subject without -knowing the facts.” 
‘J Plea For Realities 
A previous book, when I have not 
read, is described as “a controver- 
sial pamphict summarising — the 
more active or spiky parts of the 
author's earlier critical skirmishing 
and (aking count of an enemy,” 
writes Allan Monkhouse In the 
“Manchester Guardian.” The pre 
gent bouk is, it appears, Iéss cone 
troversial, but one has some sense 
of Mr. Pound casting. baleful 
glinces, toward a despicable oppon- 
ent. .There is a warning, by im. 
Diivation, that he may make short 
work of some of our favonrites, 
but he goon begins to cheer us by 
stimulating remarks. We may be 
apt to regard a classic as something 
respectfully feft on a shelf, ‘but “it 
is a classic because of a certain 
eternal and: irrepressible freshness.” 
. Mr, Pound's book Is very much a 
plea for that eternal freshness, 
{tis also a plea for renlities. 
“Oficial philosophte thought” — 
whatever that may be—is despic- 
able, and “the proper method for 
studying poetry and good Jetterg is 
the method of contemporary — bio- 
Togists.” Mr. Pound's illustrations 


wre sometimes tog learned; [ would 
not say that they become irrelevant, 
but rather that his grasp of the 
relevant is too wide for me. But 
he can give us epigrama that are 
to the point: “Literature Is news 
that stays news:” “Good writers 
are those who keep the language 
efficient.” More open to discussion 
are the convictions “that . music
